LYMPIA, London W.—hub of Enzg- 


land’s motor world—will shortly be 
the address of a number of motor. manu 
facturers from all parts of the world; but 
this year we are able to reveal some of 
the secrets of the trade about their 1936 
models before they are shown to the public 
in London. 

This, of course, is due to the progress 
which the motor- ‘assembling industry has 
made in the Irish Free State within the 
Virtually every month brings 
the announcement that “yet another firm 
has decided to ‘start assembling cars in 
Ireland, and the business which these 
companies, who formerly only acted as 
agents, are doing is ample proof of their 
wisdom in undertaking the building of 
cars. 

The origin of the Irish motor-assembly 
industry dates back to the days when 
Messrs. Henry Ford and Son, Ltd., first 
acquired a factory site at Cork. But 1b 
is only within the past year or two that 
the motor trade in the Free State generally 


has taken the business of assembling auto- 
mobiles seriously. Road races in Ireland 
are becoming increasingly important and 
it is a very healthy sign to see cars built 
in Irish workshops appearing as com- 
petitors against factory-constructed cars 
from across the Channel. There is no 
doubt that these races give a very decided 
fillip to the industry. 

Members of the public, however, do not 
decide on the purchase of a pafticular 
type of car because of its racing per- 
formance. They’ like to study its be- 
haviour on the road under normal traffic 
conditions on a test run. its 
appearance, comfort, safety and ease of 
control before they make a decision. This 
matter of picking a new car for 1936 is 
going to be a very difficult one. Manufac- 
turers are all reaching out for the same 
goal—the ideal car at the ideal price— 
and they have made definite progress in 
their new designs. 


MANY MODELS 


Trish motor car issembly workshops 
to-day turn out as wide a range of cc.s 
as any prospective purchaser could wish 


for—from an 8 horse-power “ baby ” right 
up to the high-powered luxury car. 
In June of this vear I made a tour 


of the Irish workshops, and expressed 
my appreciation of what I saw there in 
these columns. ‘To-day I Wave to. reiterate 
that appreciation, and add that the pro- 
gress they have made during the summer 
and autumn has been remarkable. [>was 
unable to ascertain just how much money 
has been sunk: in capital for these motor 
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assembly shops, but it must run into many 
thousands of pounds, for plenty of ground 
space is essential for laying down the pro- 
duction lines, and some of the ‘jigs ’’ 
used cost as much as £500.each. But from 
the steadily increasing sales which were 
reported during my recent. tour among the 
Irish motor builders show that these new 
industrialists are certainly going to. get 
their money -back—provided that they 
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are not hampered by too much Govern- 
mental restriction or increased taxation. 

Since my last notes on Irish assembly, 
Messrs. G. A. Brittain, Ltd., have entered 
the business with Morris cars, and Messrs. 
Lincoln and Nolan, Ltd., are starting work 
on the Austin range in the very near 
future. Messrs. P. J. Tracy, Lid., are 
undertaking the building of Singer cars. 
These, of course, aro British cars, but a 
new American product—the Packard—is 
coming to Dublin very shortly, and will 
be assembled by Messrs. MoEntagart 
Brothers, Ltd. 


COMMERCIAL VEHICLES 


The Irish automobile industry is not 
alone catering for the private car owner. 
It is also constructing a wide range of 
trucks for industrial purposes. These vary 
from the light delivery van for a local 
grocer or butcher up to the big 4/5 tonners 
suitable for the heavy industries. The 
bodies for them, in all types,. are being 
built in Ireland, and in the body-building

I found there was plenty of work in hand. 
Road haulage contractors in this country 
have many varying loads to handle, and 
the way in which the truck body designers 
have assisted the contractors in overcom- 
ing their difficulties is commendable. 

Telling the difference between .a factory- 
built car and* one assembled in the 
Free State is a favourite game in the 
motor trade just now. Several times on 
my round I was asked to choose which 
cars were made in Dublin and which had 
been imported under licence, After makin, 
the wrong choice twice I gave up the game, 
because the finish on the Irish cars is 
every bit as good as that on cars pur- 
chased direct from the makers. Up. 
holsterers have been getting plenty cd 
work from the motor industry, and they 
have done this work well, so that the cars 
built by Irish workmen in Trish factories 
are a credit to a rising industry. 

Now, let us have a look at the pro- 
grammes of some of the Irish builders for 
the forthroming year. 


ARMSTRONG-SIDDELEY 

The Express Auto Company, Ltd., of 
20 Pearse street, Dublin, have undertaken 
the construction of Armstrong-Siddeley 

cars, for which they have been selling 
agents for a considerable length of time. 
The Armstrong-Siddeley is the only coach- 
built car assembled in Ireland at the 
present time, and the model which is being 
constructed is the 12 h.p., either Standard 
or de Luxe types being available. The self- 
changing gear was, of course, introduced 
by the Armstrong- Siddeley Company, and 
this is, naturally, incorporated on the cars 
built in Ireland. 

The de Luxe. model incorporates a whole 
series of refinements in addition. to this 
self-changing gear, such as permanent 
jacks, draughtless ventilators and movable 
arm rests. There is am appearance of 
dignified efficiency about these Armstrong- 
Siddeley cars that has a definite appeal ; 
and the: reputation of the Arnistrong-

AUSTIN

An overdrive transmission will be standard 
on all models, and this will reduce engine 
speed by approximately one-third, For 
example, if you are travelling at 60 m.p.h.

NATIONAL MUSEUM 


NEW LIGHT ON PREHISTORIC 
DWELLINGS 


The report of the National Museum of Ire- 
land for 1933-34 shows a number of acquisi- 
tions of outstanding scientific importance. 
The Museum in this year acquired 1,954 
objects or groups of objects, esides two 
mh son collections, containing thousands of 

ecimens appertaining to lithic civilisations. 

The report refers to the Harvard University 
Archzo ogical Mission in Ireland, and men- 
tions the “ high pitch of perfection ” which 
has marked the work of these excavators and 
of their “rich and instructive ” crannog dis- 
coveries. 

Thirteen excavations were undertaken as 
part of the Minor Relief Scheme for Un- 
employment under the scientific supervision 
of the National Museum authorities, resulting 
im ‘valuable discoveries. 

The remarkable statement is made that 
objects were discovered in the Wicklow- 
Carlow border district “ which will probably 
transform the whole conception of prehistoric 
habitation in the mountainous regions. . . .” 
The district in question has always been held 
to have been uninhabited prior to the clear- 
ance of forests during the periods following 
the ag" ng extension of the Pale, and yet, 
ig Mr. O'Toole (N.T., Hacketstown, 

ng no fewer than a dozen pre- 
historic finds have been reported during re- 
cent years from a district which has hitherto 
simply formed a blank on the prehistoric 
map of the country.”

their centres. 


TO LICENSE BUTCHERS 


Mr. Dolan (Roscommon) said that the 
Cattle and Rone Bill had been brought into 
operation to help get rid of a surplus of 
cattle. It was up to them to formulate a 
scheme which would bring in as much 
revenue, and he suggested that butchers 
should be licensed according to trade, locality, 
and so on. _ He proposed that they should 
again meet the Minister and his officials and 
ask them to consider such a scheme, which 
would bring in a perpetual revenue. The 
bill was now there, coe it was up to them to 
do something and bring the trade to a decent 
level; cattle and sheep were being 
“ murdered ” all ov-r the country by un- 
registered butchers. 

Mr. Morrissey (County Cork)—We are here 
for one thing and one thing only—the aboli- 
tion of the An of £1 per beast and of 5s. 
per sheep. We met Dr. Ryan and his indi- 
cation was that we should meet here before 
he gave us an answer. Tell Dr. Ryan that 
= are going to abolish the Act, and do no 
€5s. 

A delegate said that it was his opinion 
that if the Minister cut out the Act they 
were willing to pay a reasonable licence. 
| Other members concurred, and the Chair- 
| man remarked that that appeared to be the 
{ general opinion among the 3,000 registered 
| butchers in the 26 counties. , ... 

Mr. McNelis (Swinford)—In future let us 
| refuse to supply free beef. Dr. Ryan has 
adopted a certain attitude, and it is now up to 
us to adcgt a definite attitude. 

Mr. Cullen said that there were four 
institutions buying beasts in the open market, 
and killing at least six a week, and they were 
paying no levy. Not only that, but these 
people were supplying other centres at the 
same rates. 

Mr. McKenna (Kilkenny)—To ask for a 
levy of £1 a beast and 5s. per sheep only 
means one thing: sooner or later the smaller 
hutcher will be completely wiped out. 


“A STERN ATTITUDE” 


Mr. O'Loughlin (County Clare)—Dr. Ryan 
says that we are to pay him £300,000. Why 
should we not say that we cannot pay, and 
pass a resolution to that effect. (Applause.) 
Let Dr. Ryan himself form another scheme. 
Without adopting a stern attitude you will 
get nowhere. We are only here as tools of 
the Government, expected to pay this and 
that as thev desire. 

Mr. McNelis—We want action at this meet- 
ing, and we should fight. It is not the place 
of the butcher to put forward another scheme, 
re simply to fight for the abolition of the 

ct. 

A delegate from County Galway stated that 
at a meetin~ on the previous Monday the 
members wianimously voted for passive 
resistance. 

The Chairman said that he thought the only 
way open to them was a scheme of licensing. 

The Secretary said that in their deputation 
to Dr. Ryan they did not by any means 
guarantee to give £300,000. He -proposed that 
they should introduce a licensing scheme of 
£15 per head on each shop, which would 
bring the Minister in, at the very lowest, 
£45,000. In order to help the Minister unti! 
the end of the financial year, he suggested 
also that they should agree to a levy of 
5s. on each beast and Is. dd. on each sheep— 
or one-fourth of the present levy. This would 
bring in the Minister another £75.000, or a 
total of £120,000, instead of the £300,000 for 
which he was looking. It was his opinion 
that the Minister in the ordinary way would 
not, collect more than one-half of. the levy 
under the Act. This scheme should only 
obtain until the end of the present financial 
year. 

After some general discussion between the 
delegates. Mr. O’Mara (Athlone) put forward 
another resolution, which was seconded, 


of from £100 to £10 per butcher per year, 
subject to revision, and based on the figures 


submitted to the Department of Agriculture 
before the recent Act. 

There was some further discussion abont 
this second proposal, which was not, bowev»r, 
put to the meeting. 


PASSIVE RESISTANCE 


Mr. O’Loughlin—How many people at this 
meeting will vote for passive resistance ? 

The Chairman—That question 4oes not arise,

scheme; let him find one. 

The Chairman—We came here to-day to 
decide what scheme we could formulate, and 
we will get no further by talking.

SEVERE BLOW TO 
DONEGAL VENDORS 


REE STATE dairy farms can no 
longer supply milk to Northern 
Ireland. This was the effect of a decision 
given at the Londonderry Crown Sessions 
yesterday by the Recorder of Londonderry, 
Judge Osborne, K.C. 
He dismissed an appeal by a Free State 


milk vendor, Samuel Gallacher. © 
Newtowncunningham, County Donegal, 


against a conviction by Londonderry 
magistrates for selling milk in Northern 
Ireland without a licence as required 
under the Northern Ireland Milk Act, 
1934. 

He held that the Act was not a viola- 
tion of the Government of Ireland Act, 
1920, us it did not constitute undue inter- 
ference with trade between the Free State 
and Northern Ireland. 

The decision means that over thirty 
Free State dairy farms which have sup- 
plied milk to Londonderry for generations 
will be unable to sell milk in Northern 
Ireland, as they cannot be granted licences 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, because 
they are outside the jurisdiction of. the 
Northern Ireland Parliament, and their 
dairies, consequently, cannot be inspected. 
The case, it ‘s stated, will be taken to 
the Privy Council. 


THE JUDGMENT 


The Recorder, in giving his decision, 
said that the defendants had dairies at 
Carrigans, in the Connty of Donegal, out- 
side the limits of Northern Ireland, and 
had for many years sold in Derry city 
milk products of their dairies. After the 
passing of the Milk and Milk Products 
Act, 1934. they applied to the Ministry 
of Agriculture for Northern Ireland for 
licences under the Act to sell milk pro- 
duced on their dairies, but this was 
refused on. the ground that licences under 
the Act could be granted only to persons 
whose farms and dairies where the milk 
was produced were situated in Northern 
Ireland, and that action of the Ministry 
was approved by the Court of Appeal in 
Northern Ireland on the ground that the 
whole operation of the Act was confined 
to milk from farms and dairies situated 
in Northern Ireland. 

“I refer,’’ the Recorder said, “to the 
judgment of the King’s Bench Division 
and the Court of Appeal in Northern Tre- 
land when doing so, and, if being now 
settled that the producer of milk coming 
from a dairy outside the limits of 
Northern Ireland cannot obtain a licence 
for the sale of milk within the limits of 
Northern Ireland, the point we have now 
to consider is what is the effect of this 
inability to obtain a licence. Does it 
leave a seller of the milk free to sell milk 
in Northern Ireland, or does it prevent 
him from selling by retail in Northern 
Ireland this milk? 


PARLIAMENT’S POWERS 


“Tt was argued that, if the Milk and 
Milk Products Act applied in its terms 
only to milk produced in Northern Ire- 
land, and that if the Act had no applica- 
tion to milk produced outside Northern 
Ireland, the result of this construction of 
the Act was that the Act did not apply to 
the sale of this milk. and that no licence 
was required for the sale of such milk. T 
cannot accept this construction of the Act. 
I am of opinion that its requirement of a 
licence for the sale of milk applied to all 
sales in Northern Ireland of milk. irre- 
spective of whether such milk is produced, 
and, accordingly, the milk having been 
sold in Northern Ireland without a licenck, 
I think there is no way out of deciding 
that such sale 1s a contravention of the 
Act, and I have no power to make any 
order, except to affirm the conviction.” 

It was argued, the Recorder said, at the 
hearing that to construe the Milk and 
Milk Products Act as he had done wars to 
make the Act ulfra vires for the Northern 
Parliament as being an undue interference 
with trade. ‘‘ I do not think,” he said, 
‘this is so. I think it is well within 
the powers of the Northern Parliament to 
pass an Act making licence for the sale 
of milk within the area necessary, and 
that such an Act is not an undue inter- 
ference with trade. It may be that milk 
vendors with dairies outside Northern Ire- 
land cannot obtain these licences, but such 
a consideration does not make it 
ultra vires for the Northern Parliament 
to pass an Act making licences for the 
sale of milk within its limits necessary, if 
they think such licences are a sure way 
of securing that the milk sold within their 
area is good, and of health-giving quali- 
ties. | 


ORDER MADE WITH 
REGRET 


“T wish to add,” he said, “ that there 
are some considerations which make me 
regret to have to decide the case in this 
way. As far back as I remember milk, and 
good milk, has been coming to the City 
of Londonderry from these dairies, and it 
is with some regret that I do make an 
order which will have the effect of depriv- 
ing the citizens of Derry City of a good 
supply of milk, and the dairies at Car- 
rigans of the outlet for its milk that they 
have enjoyed for many years; but I am 
of opinion that I have no option but to 
dlecide the case as I have done.”’ 

Mr. Nicholson, for the appellants, said 
it had been agreed that whatever the deci- 
sion of the Recorder was it. should be 
stated, and if His Honor came to the con-, 
clusion that the Act was within the powers 
of the Northern Parliament it should be 
so stated. He asked His Honor now to 
state that the Act was within the powers 
of the Northern Parliament. 

His Honor—Very well, I said that. 
Mr. Nicholson—Notwithstanding the 
Government of Ireland Act, Section - 4, 
Sub-section 7. 


THE SPEAKING ORDER 


The Recorder made a speaking order in 
the following terms: ‘‘ Dismiss the appeal 
and affirm the conviction, the defendant 
having sold in the City of Londonde 
without the licence required by the Mil 
and Milk Products Act (Northern Ire- 
land), 1924, milk produced by-his dairy 
at Carrigans, in the County Donegal, out- 
side the limits of Northern Ireland, the 
Court being of ‘opinion that Section 2 of 
the Milk and Milk Products Act, requir- 
ing a licence for the sale of milk in 
Northern Ireland, applies to milk coming 
from a dairy outside the limits oí 
Northern Ireland, even although the pro- 
ducer cannot obtain a licence for the sale 
of milk coming from his dairy outside the

This is the opinion given by Mr. H 
Nicholls, Engineer in Charge of Drainage in 
the Dublin Corporation, in his evidence be- 
fore the Local Government (Dublin) Tribunal 
at the Four Courts yesterday, 

In reply to Mr. G Gavan, Duffy, K.C., 
the Chairman, Mr. Nicholls said that the 
system in the South ‘city would be capable 
of dealing with the sewage in the area no 
matter what were the extensions in housing. 
Having regard to regional and town-planning, 
it might be determined that a certain amount 
of development must take place on the North 
side, 

In regard to drainage in Howth, Mr. 
Nicholls said that geographical conditions 
made necessary a separate gewerage system 
for that area. He was not in a position to 
say whether the Corporation should take over 
the Howth system, althouch it might be pos- 
sible to do so with an increased staff, It 
was understood that the Howth Council would 
have proposals of its own to submit to the 
Tribunal on the. matter. 

Dr. M. J. Russell, Medical Officer of Health 
for Dublin, said that the working of the de- 
partment consisted of the systematic inspec- 
tion of tenement houses, and the detection and 
abatement of nuisances. The department 
dealt also with Jodging-houses, workshops, 
and premises in which offensive trades were 
carried on. 

Dealing with veterinary inspection, Dr. 
Russell said that the principal work of the 
department consisted of the supervision of 
the milk, meat and other food supplies of the 
city, and duties under the Disease of Animals 
Act. A tubercle-free herd had been estab- 
lished and maintained at the Crooksling 
Sanatorium. for the supply of milk to the 
patients there. 


LIVING IN ONE ROOM 


There were 5,357 tenements in the city. Of 
these 5,050 were in the old city area—o07 in 
the Pembroke and Rathmines area; 2,652 
cottages, 9/7 weekly lodging-houses, and 32 
common lodging-houses, ‘ihe 1926 census 
showed that out of a total of 25,789 families, 
each living in one room, there were 14,425 of 
three persons and upwards; 5,788 of two 
persons, and 5,576 of one person, There were 
o4 new workshops registered from January 1, 
1935, until the present date; there were 39 
new workshops in 1934. The number of 
ofiensive trades was 59, 

It was proposed now that all fever cases 
would be treated in one large fever hospital, 
which was about to be established. This 
hospital would be controlled by a board con- 
sisting of representatives of the present Board 
oí Cork Street Hospital, the Corporation, and 
the Dublin County Council, The hospitals, 
both general and specialised, in the County 
Borough were maintained on a voluntary 
basis. The Corporation made an annual grant 
to these hospitals amounting to £6,072, and 
had representation on the boards of the hospitals 
except Mater Hospital and St. Vincent s Hospi- 
tal. The Corporation also paid a consider- 
able sum of money to specialised hospitals in 
connection with child welfare and school 
medical service at a capitation rate, as well as 
to general hospitals for the treatment of sur- 
gical tuberculosis. 

The county borough was exceptionally well 
provided for in its maternity services, which 
possibly were unequalled in any city. There 
had not been for some years a single instance 
in which midwifery cases had been attended 
by an untrained and unqualified person. The 
child welfare scheme provided for the 
systematic inspection and care of children in 
the pre-school period. The Corporation em- 
ployed a whole-time medical officer and a 
very large nursing staff. The treatments, 
apart from the advice at the clinics which 
were held at the varions centres throughout 
the city, were arranged for in the appropriate 
specialised hospitals, as well as in the Car- 
negie Welfare centre. The schools’ medical 
service provided for surgical arid medical treat- 
ment as prescribed hy the school medical 
officers by arrangement with the 
appropriate specialised . hospitals the 
children attending the hospital of their choice. 
There was one public abattoir and 64 pri- 
vate slaughter-houses, licensed and regisiered. 
Licences were not renewed in the case of the 
former on the death of the licensee, as at 
was verv desirable to abolish all private 
slaughterhouses. To accomplish this, legisla- 
tion would be necessary. 


SCHOOL MEALS 


The provision of meals under the school 
ineals scheme was administered by a com- 
mittee, which was constituted of all members 
of the City Council, along with ten repre- 
sentatives of school managers, all of whom 
were clergymen. Fifty per cent, oí the cost 
of meals was repaid by the Government. 
The blind persons scheme as at present in 
eperation provided a clause by which. blind 
persons residing in the city and moving to 
the county, or vice versa, were dealt with 
ienaptiatats in the area to which they were 
removed. 

The Corporation's 
consisted of a central dispensary and, 
since the extension of the city boun- 
dary, a branch dispensary, a sanatonum 
for early cases and a hospital or home for 
advanced cases, together with arrangements 
with approved hospitals for the treatment of 
masala tuberculosis.  A site has been 
secured for the erection of a sanatorium or 


tuberculosis scheme 


Hospital and to provide for the transfer of 
patients from Rialto Hospital. In this it 
was proposed to provide accommodation for 
patients from the County Dublin at an 
agreed charge per head. 

The Government grants to the Public 
Health section of the Corporation amounted 
to £31,258 lls. 8d. Of this £10,536 was for 
tuberculosis, £4,731 8s, for school meals, 
£7,232 1s. 2d. for maternity and child wel- 
fare. and £4,225 9s. 7d. in respect of venereal 
disease treatment. With regard to the sug- 
gestion at the Tribunal that the various 
Government grants in aid of certain schemes 
of the Public Healthy service should be 
amalgamated. into one block grant, Dr. 
Russell said that it would he realised that 
most of the schemes for which they received 
grants were in process of development, and 
that would render it difficult to arrive at & 
yearly grant covering any: protracted period 
which would. be equitable from every point 
of view. i

The above is the third notice in regard 
to potato bounty issued in the present year, 
On the Ist April bounties at rates identical 
with those given above came into force for 
a short period. From the 25th May other 
rates were in operation. These provided 
£5 per ton on new potatoes; £2 per ton on 
old or new potatoes in July and August; 
£2 per ton on exports from the black scab 
areas in July and August, and £1 17s, ód. 
er ton from other areas. The new rates, 
it will be noticed, operate from Ist Septem- 
ber.

Yn two definite respects, indeed, a 
total misapprehension of the intentions of 
the authors of the Act seems to have pre- 
vailed. Had the City Manager and 
members of the Council referred to the 
speech of the Ministér for Local Govern- 
ment, when recommending the measure to 
Dail Eireann, they would have been re- 
minded that the planning of new suburban 
areas, rather than costly schemes for re- 
conditioning the old city, was a main 
purpose of the Act. Pessimistic references 
to the prohibitive costs of widening Grafton 
street or other central highways  con- 
sequently cannot be regarded as otherwise 
than proverbial “red herrings.’’ If 
Councillors’ attention had been directed to 
the main, and immediately practical, 
purposes of the Act, we believe that their 
decisions might have been amended in 
certain important respects. In the first 
place, their resolve to consider the plan- 
ning only of areas within the present city 
boundary would have been extended to 
embrace the preparation of a ‘‘ regional ”’ 
plan—in co-operation with the Dun 
Laoghaire Council and the County Council 
—for the whole Metropolitan arpa. 
Secondly, the City. Manager’s implied i 
pression of a desire to exercise prohibitory 
and preventive powers under the Act, while 
postponing indefinitely the courarsous 
operation of its formative and c.cative 
functions, seems to suggest an attitude of 
mind which, if not corrected, must lead 
inevitably to frustration and futility. 
Again, we cannot but regard Mr. 
Sherlock’s references to the century-old 
operations of the Wide Streets Commis- 
sioners, or to the “ careful examination ”’ 
of private builders’ plans, as anything 
other than an official apologia—provoked 
by the activities of the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal—for many months of failure to 
make use of available planning powers.

It is a 
savage punishment. Beneath the barber’s 
worple blade—to quote Carro]l—quivers 
his inspiration, and now he must mow 
down the whorls and loops and whirligigs 
that he built with such tender care. In 
the glass before him shines the glum, 
pallid face of his partner in sin. Very 
possibly, her eyes show the same silent 
misery as those of a dog that knows it is 
about to get a lifting kick for drinking the 
soup. The hairdresser plunges his steel 
into the crop, and in a few fearful minutes 
it is done. We are sure, however, that 
the victims of Canton will devise a means 
to overcome their shame.

There are at least thirty dairy farms in 
County Donegal which hitherto have sent 
their milk to Londonderry, but in future 
they must try to dispose of it elsewhere, 
while the city, for its part, must look for 
other sources. It is an unnatural condition 
of afiairs, which was regretted by the 
Recorder himself in making his decision. 
The Free State boundary line comes so 
close to the city that it has the effect of 
cutting it off from its hinterland on one 
side. It is a constant source of irritation 
both to the farmers, who normally would 
use Londonderry as their market town, 
and to the citizens, who normally would 
be drawing upon Donegal for such things 
as their milk supply. In this instance, 
the letter of the law does not allow of any 
modus vivendi, and the discomfort must 
be endured, since nothing but the abolition 
of the boundary seems likely to cure it.

THE LEAGUE ASSFMBLY

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


After the Assembly’s formal decision to 
place the Italo-Abyssinian dispute upon 
its agenda, Dr. Benes, president, said that 
the Bureau was in agreement on the

The population in Addis Ababa, accord- 
ing to a telegram from the Ethiopian 
capital, is confident that it will escape 
air raids owing to the fact that there are 
still 4,000 foreigners in the city.

NO ANTI-FOREIGN 
OUTBREAKS | 
ADDIS ABABA, Wednesday. 


The Government to-day received no 
news from any of the three fronts, it was 
officially . stated _ here. Unless. this 
announcement is merely .a convenient way 
of enforcing the censorship of military 
reports, inaugurated to-day under the 
supervision of Belgian officers, it indicates 
that telegraphic and telephonic communi- 
cations have broken down or have been 


destroyed.

day. They enjoy official status and are 
speeded on their way as the “ Emperor’s 
postmen,’ entitled to demand every 
assistance. 

No Government communiqués have been 
issued, and it has been impossible to 
obtain denial or confirmation of the day’s 
rumours, 

The reported penetration into Eritrea 
of a small force under Dedjasmatch Haile 
Selassie, the Emperor’s son-in-law, 
remains the big topic of conversation, but 
on this point official quarters plead com- 
plete ignorance. 


RECAPTURE STORY 


The news of the recapture of Adowa 
and Adigrat by the Abyssinians is 
declared untrue, but it is admitted that 
skirmishing is géing on in the vicinity. 

Italian aeroplanes were up to-day on 
reconnaissance flights over Awash, where 
stands the main bridge over the Hawash 
River of the railway from Addis Ababa to 
Djibuti. Awash is about eighty miles 
from the capital as the crow flies. 

There is no evidence here of anti-foreign 
feeling, as reported in Rome. The Abys- 
sinjan has always entertained a deep 
suspicion of the foxeigner, but certainly 
in the capital here the utmost courtesy is 
extended to all foreigners. Friendliness 
for the British has increased. 

‘“ Three cheers for good old Lloyd George 


and the Union Jack ’’ was the cry enthu- 
siastically raised at a meeting of leading 
Abyssinians at Diredawa. A resolution 
expressing gratification at Great Britain’s 
attitude was adopted by the meeting. 
The Italian Legation staff have not yet 
received their passports, but it is expected 
that to-morrow the Minister will be 
courteously requested to take train to 
Djibuti on Saturday, when the next train 
leaves for the coast.

TALKS IN LONDON

XTRAORDINARY scenes were wit- 
nessed to-night at an Ulster Protestant 
meeting in the Ulster Hall, Belfast, when

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Maiden City Protestant League, and 
it had as its object the uniting of all the 
Protestant associations in the North and 
the formation of a new Protestant party. 
During the proceedings a section of the 
large audierice attempted to rush the Press 
table and expel a reporter from the local 
Nationalist paper. Appeals were made 
from the platform not to interfere with the 
Press, and the unruly element in the crowd 
desisted. 


THE. RESOLUTIONS. 


The resolutions, which were passed amid 
applause, were: 

“ (1) That the loyalists of Belfast, 
assembled in the Ulster Hall, wish to pro- 
test. against the speech of Lord Craigavon, 
made at Bessbrook, alggmirss pr ion 
to the minority, who we consider rebels to 
the British Throne, the British flagp and 
to Protestant Ulster. ni. NEE; 

“ (2) We, loyalists, assembled. in the 
Ulster Hall, wish once again to voice our 
demand for the resignation of Sir Dawson 
Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, and Sir 
Charles Wickham, Inspector-General of the 
FRoyél Ulster Constabulary; and, if the 
Prime Minister continues to ignore our 
resolution, we will proceed to have a plebis- 
cite taken all over the City of Belfast and 
the rest of Ulster.” 


VIRILE MUSHROOMS 


The Chairman (Mr. Sam Thompson) 
said that meeting was one representative 
of all Protestant organisations in Belfast 
and Ulster. Lord Craigavon, in a recent 
speech, réferred to mushroom organisa- 
tions, but he could assure him that they 
were the most virile mushrooms that. he 
or anyone else ever handled. -(Applatéc. ) 
He would like to reply to Lord Craigavon 
and tell him that mushrooms died quickly, 
but the mushrooms he referred to would 
never die. The time had arrived when 
they should tell the political tricksters, 
who had used them too long in the past, 
that they were going to do so no longer.

Fifteen hundred pounds were accordingly 
advanced to the T.T. Race Cominittee, of 
which £300 had been returned, certain prizes 
not being awarded. ‘I'he grant was not to be 
taken as a precedent, 
Mr. Beattie (Labour) stated that. Northern 
Ireland did not. benefit from the race, and 
that traders in the city had to report a blank 
day. It was not-such an important event for 
Northern Ireland, as had been stated; for it 
had not resulted in many motor {factories 
being built in the provinee. 


‘DISAPPOINTED 


Lord Craigavon, having replied to Mr. 
Campbell's ‘question, said that great efforts 
were being made to hold the race in the 
Isle of Man, where all the prize money would 
be found. Lord Rothermere, Lord Nuffield, 
Lord Wakefield and Lady Houston had in 
previous years provided prize money, and 
he was hopeful that a similar offer might 
have been forthcoming this year, but he had 
been disappointed. 

The question then arose how they were to 
save the race for Ulster, and he emphasised 
that steamship, railway and transport. com- 
panies benefited by the race being held 
there. It was not the wealthy who bene- 
fited, but the working peonle, large numbers 
of men being employed for a considerable 
time in erecting stands and preparing the 
roadway. He could not go into the future, 
but it was the Government’s desire that the 
rare should be retained in Northern Ireland.

Gorman’s account of the occurrence is that 
he was cycling from his work in Drogheda 
to his home, about a mile and a half from 
the town last evening shortly after six 
o'clock, and when he reached a lonely part “i 
of the country, called Cartown Cross, three i 
men jumped oút of the hedge with re- 
volvers in their hands aud dragged him off 
his machine. They then told him he was to 
come with them, and, having hidden the 
bicycle, they brought him across the fields 
towards the river Boyne, which is about 
two miles from there.

ORDERED INTO BOAT

It was said, too, many critics on the 
Continent that Britain was aroused in this 
ease because she had interests in Africa and 
in Abyssinia which were threatened by the 
Italian attack, and that it was in defence 
of such interests that Britain was moving 


tome. : 

1 declare, as sincerely and as solemnly as 
I can, that I believe such an accusation to 
be utterly unfounded, said Lord Hailsham, 
Italy offered to respect our rights and to sew 
that our interests were respected. That was 
not what England was afraid of. The reason 
why England is aroused—as I believe she is 
aroused—about this matter is, that she has 
built up her policy on the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. We, as a nation, have 
sincerely accepted the theory of the abolition 
of warfare and of collective security. Italy 
by her action has challenged the whole basis 
of the Covenant of the League. If she is 
successful, she destroys the whole und- 
work upon which confidence in the gue 
of Nations has been built, and, unless we 
can find some new plan, we shall be back 
again in the bad walter of the old days of 
alliances and balance of wer, and ulti- 
mately in a trial of strength. That attitude 
does not. mean that we have any individual 
quarrel against Italy, or that. we desire to 
get on bad terms with her. Since we are 
signatories to the League of Nations, it 
follows that so far as the League as a whole 
is prepared to go in trying enforce the 
sanctity of the Covenant, so far are we pre- 
pared to go in loyal co-operation to carry 
out its behest.

The strictest supervi- 
sion is being carried out on shipping 
entering the territorial waters of the 
island, which has been transformed into 
an air base.
